On the West By the Cunha Rivera Road and 
On the North By the River Mandovi. 


Order under Section 144 of the Code of Criminal Procedure 


TO , 


The Public Generally . 


Whereas it is reported by the Police that assemblies 
processions and morchas are likely to be taken out in the 
vicinity of the Secretariat, Panaji -Goa during the current 
session of Legislative Assembly which will not only pose a 
traffic hazard but also cause disturbance to the peaceful 
functioning of the assembly and the department in the 
Secretariat building thereby disturbing public peace and 
tranquility ; 

Whereas I am satisfied that the adoption of immediate 
preventive measures are necessary for the maintenance of 
public peace and tranquility ; 


And further direct that the above restrictions shall not 
apply to public servants on duty and to bonafide marriage or 
funeral processions or any special occasion in the opinion 
of the District Magistrate / Sub Divisional Magistrate for 
which prior permission in writing has been obtained from 
the Distrist Magistrate or the Sub Divisional Magistrate . 

This order shall come into force with effect from 9.00 hours 
on 22-3-1982 and shall remain in force for a period of fifteen 
days or till the session of the Assembly is prorogued , which 
ever is earlier . 


And Whereas I am satisfied that there are sufficient 
grounds for proceeding under Section 144 of the Code of 
Criminal Procedure and that circumstances do not admit of 
serving notices individually ;
